Claims 28-41 and 43-54 are allowed over the prior art of record because none of 
the references of record, alone or in combination, discloses wherein the fixed length 
buffer area disposed immediately before a respective of the blocks includes a preamble 
for signal processing, and plural synchronization patterns having distances and 
identification information that are different from each other are recorded at the
